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FOREWORD 


This brochure which now forms Volume Four of the 
Report of the Fiscal Commission was originally intended 
only for the use of the Members of the Fiscal Commission 
who, in one of its early sessions, had asked for a bandy 
compilation bringing together the basic statistical data on 
some important aspects of the country’s economy. In 
view of the wide interest since displayed in this compila¬ 
tion, and the many requests received for its re-publication 
as part of the records of the Commission, it is now reprint¬ 
ed, with some minor modifications, as Volume Four of 
the Commission’s report. 

2. Most of the data assembled in the brochure have 
been collected from recognised official sources, but the 
compilation of some of the statistics, e.g. those relating 
to employment in organised industries, has been the result 
of special investigation and analysis undertaken in the 
Secretariat of the Commission. Wherever possible, the 
figures have been shoWn separately for divided and un¬ 
divided India. 

3. No attempt has been made in this publication to 
analyse the data or to indicate,^e statistical trends based 
on such analysis. That was a task which was separately 
undertaken in the Commission’s Secretariat. The object 
of this brochure, as originally designed, was to present to 
the Members of the Fiscal Commission as objectively as 
possible the more important of the relevant statistical 
material bearing on the Commission’s enquiry in a format 
that could be conveniently handled by them. 

4. It is to be hoped that this reprint will be of in¬ 
terest and use to the readers.

Index Numbers of Indian Agricultural Production given below have been compiled by the 
Directorate of Economies & Statistics, Ministry of Agriculture, Government of India. The 
total production of each of the nineteen principal agricultural commodities in the Indian Union 
<including States) for which estimates of production are available, has been expressed as a percen¬ 
tage of the average production of the commodity during the Base period 1934-35 to 1938-39. 
The nineteen items have been arranged in two major groups (1) food-grains group and (2) non- 
foodgrains group and the index numbers for these groups havo been given separately. The General 
Index is obtained by combining the two group indices. In all cases the weighted geometric moan 
of the production relatives is taken to represent the index number of production. The weights 
assigned to different commodities are proportioned to the total value of each commodity during 
the base period. 

Estimates of production taken into consideration are tho revised estimates published in the 
■•Estimates of Area and Yield.’ In evaluating the average value of production, the average 
harvest prices during the base period have boen used. Where the harvest prices are not available 
in respect of a particular commodity, they have been estimated from the wholesale prices.*
